N response to repeated requests from customers and friends 

we have compiled this list of watermelon varieties from the 
records and experiences we have gained in nearly twenty-five 
years concentrated on the growing and producing of watermelon 
seed exclusively. 


Throughout that time we have always aimed at standards of the 
highest quality, regardless of the cost of production or any other 
factor. We have developed our own techniques, machines and 
facilities, some of which are illustrated in the following pages. 
In our breeding program, we work in friendly cooperation with 
the U.S.D.A. and with our State Watermelon Investigation 
Laboratory, receiving their newer strains and varieties for testing 
and giving them ours for the same purpose. 


Year after year we strive to improve our seed stocks, and our 
field men carefully inspect all crops, removing any plants that 
may be found not fully true to type. Our machinery for harvest- 
ing, washing, drying and cleaning has largely been designed and 
built to our own specifications. In all our warehouse operations 
we exercise great care so as to make sure that the good seed we 
have grown in the field may be shipped to our customers in 
perfect condition. 


We are very grateful for the support that has been given our 
efforts to produce fine watermelon seed. We look forward to still 
greater progress and continued happy relations with the trade.

WATERMELONS: 


TRIPLOID (“Seedless”) VARIETIES 


All of our work, and observation, of Triploid varieties has 
been done through association with Dr. O, J. Eigsti, Colchicine 
Research Specialist of Normal, Illinois. We consider Dr. Eigsti 
tops in his field and it is our belief that he will come up with 
a variety or varieties, within a matter of months or years, that 
may cause considerable change in production plans of growers 


for the shipping market. 


Presently all Triploid stocks are relatively small (10 to 18 Ibs.), 
both of American and Japanese origin. 


Since Triploid seeds are produced by hybridizing a variety 
with 44 chromosomes as a seed parent and a variety with 22 
chromosomes as the pollinator, they contain 33 chromosomes 
and are completely sterile. 


We feel the American Triploids have a better future here in 
America and are attempting to list only the American varieties 
we consider best. 


Description: Hybrid tri-x 317. Finest quality, striped round 
SEEDLESS melon, flesh red and solid throughout, very few false 
seeds, extremely high in sugar content, 12 to 18 pound fruits. 

Description: Hybrid tri-x 315. A deep red, solid flesh sweet 
melon that displays beautifully as a cut melon with a very 
minimum of false seeds and unabsorbed ovules. Non-striped 
round melon, finest texture and quality, average 10 to 15 pounds. 
Description: Hybrid tri-x 332. Excellent yielding variety, sweet, 
crisp flesh, cuts red, non-stripe round melon fruit 10 to 12 pounds. 


It is well to remember that Triploid seed do not germinate as 
readily as regular watermelons. Soil temperature of 85° or better 
in daytime are fine but if less the Triploid seed should be 
planted in cold frames, greenhouses, germinators or some place 
that will keep temperature at 85°F. constantly, then transplanted 
to the field when two leaves appear on plant. 


All of the above varieties show true hybrid vine vigor and 
mostly set 6 to 12 fruits per vine.
